1 of  WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  further  to  amend  the  Land  Acquisition  Act,  1894, 
1894.  in  its  application  to  the  State  of  Maharashtra,  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  appearing; 
I',  is  hereby  enacted  in  the  Twenty-seventh  year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as  follows 


1.  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Land  Acquisition  (Maharashtra  Amendment)  Short  title. 
Act,  1976. 


2.  In  section  4 of  the  Land  Acquisition  Act,  1894,  in  its  application  to  the  State  of  Amendment 
I of  Maharashtra  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  “ the  principal  Act  ”),  in  sub-section  (/),  of  section  4 
1894.  for  the  words  “ shall  be  published  in  the  Official  Gazette  ”,  the  words  “ shall  be  °[ 
published  in  the  Official  Gazette  or  in  the  Government  periodical  entitled  ‘ Lok  0 
Rajya  ’ or  in  a newspaper  having  circulation  in  the  local  area,  ” shall  be  substituted. 


3.  Id  section  6 of  the  principal  Act,  in  sub-section  ( 2 ),  for  the  words  “ shall  be  Amendment 
published  in  the  Official  Gazette,  ” the  words  “ shall  be  published  in  the  Official  .of section  6 
Gazette  or  in  the  Government  periodical  entitled  “ Lok  Rajya  ” or  in  a newspaper  jg^ct  1 of 
having  circulation  in  the  local  area,  ” shall  be  substituted.
